SICKNESS. 

The  year  again  was  a  very  health  one  and  the 
only  epidemic  diseases  prevalent  were  chicken-pox  and 
hooping-cough. 

Influenza  was  c  nspicuously  absent. 

NURSING. 

There  are  t  ro  District-Nurse-Midwives  who 
cover  between  them  a  radi^us  of  4  miles.  There  are 
no  special  arrangements  for  the  nursing  of  infectious 

fevers • 


Idaternity  &  Nursing  Homes# 

There  is  one  house  registered  as  a  maternity 
Home  for  one  patient. 

Child  v/elfare  &  Clinics. 

The  "elfare  centre  is  open  once  a  week  and 
is  attended  by  Local  Kedical  men  and  the  Health  visitor 
in  alternate  weeks. 

The  number  of  mothers  and  children  attending  is  well 
maintained. 

An  Orthopaedic  Centre  is  open  once  a  month  and  is 
attended  from  Truro. 

Health  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor  who  resides  in  the  Town. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  following  cases  were  notified  during  the 

year:- 

Pneumonia-  3 

Tuberculosis  -  3  (2  pulmonary). 

Erysipelas 

Although  there  is  a  great  prevalence  of 
Catarrhal  complaints  during  the  winter  months,  the 
Tuberculosis  rate  is  low. 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  isolation  of  infectious 
diseases,  and  this  has  long  been  a  source  of  anxiety. 

If  is  very  difficult,  when  a  case  of  infection  occurs 
in  a  small  and  crowded  cottage,  to  limit  the  spreading 
of  the  disease  and  prevent  an  epidemic. 

The  provision  of  isolation  hospitals  n  a  small  scale 
by  small  Urban  &  Rural  Districts  is  a  uneconomic  and 
ineffective  method  of  dealing  with  the  question. 

It  is  presumed  that  v/hen  the  new  Act  is  in  full  working 
order  this  matter  wi  1  be  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Council. 
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ATER  SUPPLY. 

The  new  source  has  now  been  in  use  for 
some  time  and  is  proving  very  successful. 

There  is  now  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  supply  for 
the  District.  The  District  being  divided 
into  two  zones,  i.e.  High  &  Low  ones. 

The  high  zone  is  supplied  direct  rorn  the  new  source 
at  Hustyn,  new  distribution  mains  having  been  laid 
for  the  purpose.  The  area  is  adequately  supplied 

with  Fire  Hydrants  with  ample  pressure  at  these  points. 
SEWERAGE. 

Certain  old  and  defective  sewers  have  been 
relaid  •  nd  new  sewers  have  been  extended  to  building 
estates. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  matter  receives  considerable  attention 
and  is  carried  out  satisfactorily.  Detritus  from  the 
Gullies  being  sprinkled  with  disi  Cectant  powder. 

HOUSE  REFUGE. 

This  is  collected  twice  weekly  by  Refuse 
Lorry  from  the  houses  in  the  District  and  taken  to  the 
"Tip"  where  it  is  buried  with  soil  excavated  at  the  tip 
and  soil  obtained  from  other  excation. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Dairies  &  Cowsheds  within  the  area 
are  subjected  to  frequent  inspection  to  ensure  cleanliness 
and  the  use  of  glass  bottles  for  milk  delivery  continues 
to  increase. 

BREAD. 

This  commodity  is  delivered  from  Vans 
in  an  unwrapped  state  and  legislation  is  necessary 

to  enforce  that  it  should  be  delivered  wrapped  in 
paper  thereby  preventing  it  becoming  soile  before 
delivery  is  taken.
